isn’t any one person to contact”) 


. Determine how many housing units would need to be built (from 


the ground up) in order to properly house the reportedly over 
44,000 homeless persons living within LA County as stated in 
LAHSA’s 2015 Homeless Count and also what (if any) are LA 
County’s maximum number of homeless housing units that can 
exist in a single residential building. Also, determine the amount 
of time it would take to construct said properties.
